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PREFACE 


Numismatic Literature is a semiannual survey of current publications in 
or related to numismatics with abstracts of their contents. Beginning with NL 
79 (December 1967), bibliographic information and abstracts have been 
submitted by an international board of contributing editors, each of whom 
collects material published in his country. The contents and quality of NL 
reflect the participation of this editorial board and of individual scholars, 
whose cooperation can create a truly comprehensive bibliographic tool. 

The revisions in format introduced in NL 81 have been maintained in 
order to enable each reader to find and use material in his own field more 
easily, while benefiting from work published in peripheral fields. Most 
entries are grouped under broad cultural, geographical, or typological 
sections. In addition, the section Technology and Methodology lists works in 
which recently developed techniques for numismatic study are described or 
significantly applied. The Greek section correlates with the broad definition 
of Head’s Historia Numorum. At the end of each section is a list of numbered 
cross references to abstracts with related material in other sections. 

Author and subject indices are published at the back of each issue. The 
author index does not include references to the reviews, which are themselves 
alphabetically arranged by author. The hoard list is a separate list of abstracts 
in which reference is made to coin hoards. 

Periodical titles are abbreviated whenever possible. A cumulative list of 
periodical title abbreviations is published in the March issue of even- 
numbered years. Intervening issues contain a cumulative list of additions. In 
this way, the list should become a record of the periodical publications in 
many fields in which numismatic material appears and a convenient 
compilation of abbreviations for scholars. 

Although NL is a bibliography of current publications, an effort is being 
made to include notices of somewhat older publications which are not readily 
available or are published in languages which readers are not likely to know, 
and which were not discovered until the institution of the international board 
of contributing editors. 

Comments and suggestions for improvement are welcome and may be 
addressed to the International Editor at the American Numismatic Society. 
The Editor thanks all those who have contributed to NL and hopes that 
participation will continue to grow.

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GUIDE FOR ABSTRACTORS 


Entries in Numismatic Literature generally consist of two parts, the bibliographic 
information and the abstract. 

Bibliographic Information 

All entries must include the following information: 

1. The full name(s) of the author(s) 

2. The title of the publication in the original language, but in the Roman alphabet. 
If the publication is not written in English, French, German, Italian or Spanish, the 
original title should be followed by a translation into one of these languages. 

If the publication is an article in a journal, the following information must also be 
given: 

3. Volume and/or issue number 

4. Date of the journal 

5. Date of publication, if it is different from the date of the journal 

6. Page numbers on which the article appears 

7. Presence of illustrations. 

If the publication is an article in a book of collected works, such as a festschrift or 
proceedings of a congress, the following information must also be given: 

3. Complete title of the collection 

4. Place of publication and name of publisher 

5. Date of publication 

6. Page numbers on which the article appears 

7. Presence of illustrations. 

If the publication is a book, the following information must also be given: 

3. Edition number and editor’s name, if any 

4. Place of publication and name of publisher 

5. Date of publication 

6. Total number of pages 

7. Presence of illustrations 

8. ISBN, optional. 

If the content of the publication is general in nature and does not include specific 
information or arguments which should be brought to the reader’s attention, and the 
title is fully descriptive of the contents, the bibliographic information alone may be 
given and the abstract omitted. 
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The Abstract 


Definition. An abstract is a concise, objective summary or description of the 
content of a publication. It is different from a review in that an abstract does not offer 
critical comment or additions to the original work. 

Length. Abstracts may be from about 50 to 200 words in length, depending upon 
the importance or complexity of the publication. A long abstract may be desirable 
when the original publication is not readily available or is written in a language most 
readers are not likely to know. 

Style and Language. Abstracts should be written in complete sentences. They 
may be submitted in English, French, German, Italian or Spanish, but will be 
published in English. All abstracts must include the typewritten, full name of the 
abstractor.

The 
question mark at the end of the title is answered in this article by justifying the 
importance of keeping the coin collection as a significant source of historical, 
economic and cultural information at a time when the museum is seeking funds to 
restore the oldest part of the building (erected in 1762).

In some of the mints 
there are allusions to mining and metalwork, and sometimes to the production of 
arms. The coin from Ancyra Phrygiae published here refers to the production of arms 
in this city.

However, Andrade identified the coin correctly 
and it was included in the museum collection as the “Indio” and eventually illustrated 
in the book edited by Banco SAFRA in 1989, O Museu Historico Nacional. It is in 
this publication that Trigueiros “rediscovered” the “indio” which, up to now was 
unknown to the Portuguese numismatic community. It is worth reporting also that at 
the same auction (#92) Schulmann sold to the same buyer a second unique Portuguese 
coin, the “Meio Tomez” known as the “long cross” issued by D. Fernando I (1367- 
1381).

The political intentions of D. Fernando 
are discussedthrough the choice of monetary types. Vieira argues that the chronicles 
of Femao Lopes (1380-1460) on the reigns of D. Fernando and his successor D. Joao 
L the first king of the Avis dynasty, intentionally minimize the importance of D. 
Fernando’s coinage and tarnish his image in order to exalt the reign of D. Joao I. The 
coins and laws issued by D. Fernando offer a plausible refutation of the intentions of 
Femao Lopes.

Each entrepreneur attempted to enlist 
the services of Matthew Boulton of England as coiner; each failed, through a 
combination of poor timing and a growing belief in the necessity of an American mint 
for American coinage.

Based on the work of Torpey and Romines, Fortin surmised that there should be 
more varieties of Seated Dimes with misplaced digits in the edge dentiles, and he has 
uncovered dimes struck in 1885 and 1886 which support his supposition.

Non-contemporary coinage with fictitious dates from 1783 to 1793 comprise over half 
the output. Surprisingly, there are about 157 distinct Washington coinage issues 
including edge and metal variations. A new numbering system is used to make easy 
reference to coins in the series. Tables are given to allow easy identification of the 
numerous military bust types. Every type of issue is illustrated and detailed pedigrees 
on the rarer coins is given. Full background is given for each coin, if information is 
available. A complete bibliography is given including eleven major citations, 46 
auction sales cited, and there are 74 footnotes and detailed references. ( Author) 

463 GRIFFEE, JOHN. N.J. Coppers Part 32: Maris 3-C. PW 30 no. 4 
(July 15, 1996) pp. 229-33. 

This rare R-6 variety with the Immune Columbia legend is described. Seven 
plated appearances of these coins are detailed along with 16 other known coins. 
Other corrections to previous parts include updates for Maris 64u, 51g, 16J, 24R, 121 
and 42c.

464 HERKOWITZ, CARL R. The Mystery of "J Me" and the Eckfeldt

not Jonas McClintock. The originally uncovered memo was only signed by the initials 
"J Me" which led to speculation and the incorrect identity of the writer.

CNL 36 
no. 3 (September 1996) pp. 1637-45 illus. 

This is a rigorous examination of the various colonial era coins found in northern 
Virginia, with a focus on cut coinage. The article's information is further summarized 
in tabular form and accompanying photos are very good. The author provides 
important information on the circulation of various coins based on verified hard data 
and clarifies the archaeological/historical importance of treasure hunters’ accurate 
information.

468 LANGE, DAVID W. An 1885 Study of Wear Patterns. Gobrecht J 
22 no. 65 (March 1996) pp. 33-34. 

A portion of the Report of the Director of the Mint for 1886 which measured 
wear patterns (as a percentage of mass lost) is reproduced with an analysis by the 
author. The report examined 200,000 half dollars and 300,000 quarter dollars, further 
broken down by a range of years. Dates ranged from 1806 to 1878. The author 
provides some historical perspective by describing the reintroduction of silver coinage 
after 1875 and the supply and demand situation which followed. (Thomas Serfass) 

469 LORENZO, JOHN. The So-Called Atlee Broken “A” Letter Punch. 
Philip L. Mossman, ed., Coinage of the American Confederation Period . 
Coinage of the Americas Conference, Proceedings No. 11 (New York, The 
American Numismatic Society 1996) pp. 131-51 illus. ISBN 0-89722-263-6. 

In 1878 Sylvester Croby called attention to a series of letters on New Jersey, 
Connecticut and Vermont state coppers which appeared to have been sunk using the 
same defective letter punches. These irregularities were identified on certain “As,” 
“Ps” and “Ns” with the natural inference that all the dies where these telltale letters 
were present were probably sunk by the same person. He concluded that James F. 
Atlee was the most likely artist responsible for these issues. Many persons since 
Crosby enlarged on his original premise but this paper reviews the evidence and 
refutes that position. The current concept advanced by Peter Gaspar states that die 
sinkers of the period had the availability of identical punches raised from a common 
matrix and did not necessarily make their own individual tools. Therefore, many die 
makers could have had access to the same style of defective punch obtained from a 
common source. Consequently any punch, defective or whole, cannot be used as a 
marker to identify any particular mint or craftsman. The writer also shows that the 
broken “A” letter punch employed in many New Jersey coppers further deteriorated 
with continued use over time as determined by die emission sequence. Of great 
significance is that the broken “A” seen on certain Connecticut coppers is of a 
different style than that found on New Jersey coppers and in any case the two broken 
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“A” punches are not the products of the same defective matrix. There is a systematic 
description of all state coppers which contain broken letters. It is concluded that 
punch linking of any sort is only of secondary value in attributing coppers to a specific 
mint or craftsman and other factors are of more importance in making that 
determination. (Author)

The author presents diagnostics for 14 separate die states for this coin variety.

473 McNABB, LARRY D. “Chopped” Trade Dollars: Orphans of 
Numismatics. Num 109 no. 5 ( May 1996) pp. 550-54. 

Rather than considering counterstamped or "chopmarked" U.S. Trade Dollars as 
damaged, the author has made a niche of collecting them and through research has 
begun unraveling the meanings behind the various counter stamps. He further argues 
that counterstamps add spice to his collection because the trade dollars were intended 
to be used in the Orient and the "chopmarks" are visceral proof that they did their job.

476 MOSSMAN, PHILIP L. The American Confederation: The Times 
and Its Money. Philip L. Moss man, ed., Coinage of the American 
Confederation Period.

ISBN 0-89722-263-6. 

It was an unsettled decade following the Revolutionary War for this young 
country as it attempted to establish its own national identity. Due to a devastating 
postwar depression, European gold and silver, which had been in circulation since the 
earliest colonial times, was in short supply. On the contrary, the small change copper 
medium was enormous, its numbers having been swollen for years by the importation 
of lightweight counterfeit English halfpence. These counterfeits were so deficient in 
weight that several states attempted to remove them from circulation by minting their 
own fair weight, high quality coppers. This noble scheme proved ineffective and 
eventually served to introduce more lightweight coppers into commerce which was 
already overwhelmed by inferior coins. Due to this oversupply of coppers, their 
circulation virtually ceased during the Coppers Panic of 1789. About 700 varieties of 
coppers, issued during the years 1785 to 1788, enrich this fascinating and active 
period of American numismatics.

The author begins with Sheldon's idea that along with grading, there were also 
unit values that could be associated with a coin's grade. Most simply, the unit value 
of a coin can be found by dividing a coin's price by its grade. The author sees this as a 
useful analytical tool when making buying decisions, especially for "scarcer varieties" 
or for a beginning collector to help assess the value he is getting for his money. This 
technique is then applied to several Bust coins to demonstrate the point.

The authorization, dated 
March 31, 1575, to strike the first pesos of 8 reales at Potosi' is mentioned and the 
actual source of assayer Rincon’s testimony concerning the prior, brief minting 
operation at La Plata is revealed; pp. 199-239 correspond to a “Numismatographic” 
study and pp. 241-56 to the late depreciation of the 1649-51 mintage. (K.A.Dym)

The author warns that most ICO counterstamps found on Brazilian coins are 
counterfeit while the remainder are private marks used by various merchant and 
hacienda owners.

In 1810 Brazil started to issue the 960 Reis denomination coin and instead of 
using new planchets, which were not available, Spanish colonial 8 Reales were 
purchased at the rate of 750 to 800 Reis and used as planchets to strike the new 960 
coins. In the process of striking, the host coin design and legends were not always 
obliterated and a close examination of the new coin often allows recognition of the 
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host coin. The purpose of the book is to document the varieties of host coins used as 
planchets. The Spanish 8 Reales struck at the colonial mints are the most frequent 
host coins, but some unexpected issues also appear, such as Argentine 8 Reales with 
the sun. Republic of Chile and even the Bank Dollar of Great Britain, making this 
study quite fascinating. Valuations are indicated for all the 960 Reis issues and for 
the 960 Reis-to-host-coin.

The region was infested by a 
disease known as “verruga,” which claimed many victims among the builders of the 
railroad, these being mainly coolies brought from China. The bridge spans a steep 
ravine, the track emerging from one tunnel onto the bridge and entering another on the 
other side. Zapata believes that this fine medal was ordered by the entrepreneur 
Henry Meiggs, to be struck by Tiffany of New York. The engravers were J.S. and 
A.B. Wyon, the intials corresonding to Joseph Sheppard and Alfred Benjamin, 
nephews of William Wyon (1795-1851) per data from The Art of the Medals, M. 
Jones, Br. Museum 1979. The impressive structure of the bridge is shown on one face 
and the portrait of Meiggs on the other. The medal was known to be made of bronze, 
but Zapata has found additional information in Medals of the United States Mint, The 
First Century 1792-1892 (R.W. Julian 1977), p. 368, UN 17, stating that 27 pieces 
were made of gold and 206 of bronze for Tiffany and Co. in 1872 and 1874 and that 
the medal was also made in silver. Although there is no documentary evidence, 
Zapata thinks that Tiffany ordered the dies from Wyon, that they were made in 
London and that the restriking was contracted with the United States Mint in 
Philadelphia. (K.A.Dym)

The subject notes are described and technical names of some of the printed 
details are provided, with a table of serial number ranges for each of the federal 
reserve banks that issued the notes. One error was noted; the author refers to plate 
numbers as plate serial numbers, which they are not; any given printing plate, which 
bears a true plate number that does not appear on any note, may bear note images 
showing many different values of the numbers known as plate numbers. These plate 
numbers are inserted during the siderography process so that individual notes 
discovered bearing defects can be linked to their sources. (Joseph E. Boling) 

575 GREENLAND, MAUREEN. Compound-plate printing and the 
nineteenth-century banknote. Virginia Hewitt, ed The Banker’s Art: Studies 
in Paper Money (London, The British Museum Press 1995) pp. 85-87 illus. 

The use of compound-plate printing for provincial banknotes and national duty 
stamps is reviewed. This was a technique for printing in two colors from a single 
segmented plate as an anti-counterfeiting measure. While no examples of 
counterfeited notes are known, the proliferation of duty stamp designs made it 
possible for several forgers to attempt copies of them.

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rarely showing a true degree of hard or menial labor. When portraits of historical 
women are used, they seem to celebrate traditional women’s virtues more than to 
honor the women portrayed. The author concludes that there is a subliminal context 
to virtually all uses of women on banknotes, and that numismatists should try to 
determine what it is.

Not a catalogue, this is a compendium of information and data on the hundreds of 
varieties, both common and rare, that were created during the 70+ years of issue of 
U.S. national bank notes. Analyzing the disparate legislation that created the national 
banks and their currencies, the reasons for the several series dates, charter periods, 
and design changes are explained in great detail. Scores of tables present data on 
plates prepared or modified; notes printed, issued, and redeemed; starting and ending 
serial numbers; oddities that were created for only a few banks; the economics of note 
issue; and many more topics, reflecting decades of research in archives and thousands 
of banknote observations. Each of 33 chapters is a stand-alone article about some 
aspect of large size national bank notes (Joseph E. Boling) 

579 HUSSEIN, MOHAMAD M. Education on Bank Notes. IBNS 35 no. 
3 (Sept 1996) pp. 23-28 illus. 

An overview of the histories of educational methods, book development, and 
libraries is provided, with a list of notes depicting these subjects from 57 issuers.

Star notes in U.S. collecting parlance are notes printed to replace other notes 
that have been spoiled during the printing, separating, or packaging operations at the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing. Beginning in 1910, the Bureau indicated these 
replacement notes by appending or prefixing a star or asterisk to the serial number. 
For the period 1910-29 (large size note issues) the star is a five-pointed device with 
an open center. This book catalogues all known large size star note emissions, plus 
some not yet observed but believed to exist, with new research on star note mules 
(notes using face and back plates that should not have been placed in press together) 
and on face plate numbers. Over 3600 individual serial number observations are 
listed.

A set of promotional notes issued by the Antarctica Overseas Exchange Office, 
Ltd., is described. The issuers promise to donate 80% of the face value of the notes 
that they sell to Antarctic research groups after 2001. The notes are high quality 
lithography with various anticounterfeiting devices, and were printed by the British 
American Banknote Company. The designs are topical. (Joseph E. Boling)

The note designs introduced in 1990, commemorating George Stephenson, 
Charles Dickens, Michael Faraday, and Sir John Houblon, are described, with 
biographical sketches. The details of these notes include scores of items associated 
with the work of these men, and are superb examples of banknote design.

British firms were initially selected to print Spanish banknotes because of the 
better security printing available in Britain. From 1850-75 most of Spain’s notes 
were procured from T.H. Saunders, a paper manufacturer who subcontracted the 
printing work. Notes were printed in Spain over the next thirty years, but in 1906 
production returned to Britain, to the firm of Bradbury Wilkinson. In the 1930s 
Thomas De La Rue also obtained some contracts. Since the civil war the Fabrica

601 WANG, HELEN. Late Qing paper money from Dianshizhai and other 
printing houses in Shanghai, 1905-1912. Virginia Hewitt, ed. The Banker’s 
Art: Studies in Paper Money (London, The British Museum Press 1995) pp.

The artistic elements of eight unissued private banknotes printed in Shanghai are 
analyzed, showing their links to classical sources. It is suggested that the Dianshizhai 
printing company, and other local firms with advanced lithographic capabilities.

the banknote designers had developed their skills as illustrators for those journals.

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PREFACE 


Numismatic Literature is a semiannual survey of current publications in 
or related to numismatics with abstracts of their contents. Beginning with NL 
79 (December 1967), bibliographic information and abstracts have been 
submitted by an international board of contributing editors, each of whom 
collects material published in his country. The contents and quality of NL 
reflect the participation of this editorial board and of individual scholars, 
whose cooperation can create a truly comprehensive bibliographic tool. 

The revisions in format introduced in NL 81 have been maintained in 
order to enable each reader to find and use material in his own field more 
easily, while benefiting from work published in peripheral fields. Most 
entries are grouped under broad cultural, geographical, or typological 
sections. In addition, the section Technology and Methodology lists works in 
which recently developed techniques for numismatic study are described or 
significantly applied. The Greek section correlates with the broad definition 
of Head’s Historia Numorum. At the end of each section is a list of numbered 
cross references to abstracts with related material in other sections. 

Author and subject indices are published at the back of each issue. The 
author index does not include references to the reviews, which are themselves 
alphabetically arranged by author. The hoard list is a separate list of abstracts 
in which reference is made to coin hoards. 

Periodical titles are abbreviated whenever possible. A cumulative list of 
periodical title abbreviations is published in the March issue of even- 
numbered years. Intervening issues contain a cumulative list of additions. In 
this way, the list should become a record of the periodical publications in 
many fields in which numismatic material appears and a convenient 
compilation of abbreviations for scholars. 

Although NL is a bibliography of current publications, an effort is being 
made to include notices of somewhat older publications which are not readily 
available or are published in languages which readers are not likely to know, 
and which were not discovered until the institution of the international board 
of contributing editors. 

Comments and suggestions for improvement are welcome and may be 
addressed to the International Editor at the American Numismatic Society. 
The Editor thanks all those who have contributed to NL and hopes that 
participation will continue to grow.

GUIDE FOR ABSTRACTORS 


Entries in Numismatic Literature generally consist of two parts, the bibliographic 
information and the abstract. 

Bibliographic Information 

All entries must include the following information: 

1. The full name(s) of the author(s) 

2. The title of the publication in the original language, but in the Roman alphabet. 
If the publication is not written in English, French, German, Italian or Spanish, the 
original title should be followed by a translation into one of these languages. 

If the publication is an article in a journal, the following information must also be 
given: 

3. Volume and/or issue number 

4. Date of the journal 

5. Date of publication, if it is different from the date of the journal 

6. Page numbers on which the article appears 

7. Presence of illustrations. 

If the publication is an article in a book of collected works, such as a festschrift or 
proceedings of a congress, the following information must also be given: 

3. Complete title of the collection 

4. Place of publication and name of publisher 

5. Date of publication 

6. Page numbers on which the article appears 

7. Presence of illustrations. 

If the publication is a bo>ok, the following information must also be given: 

3. Edition number and editor’s name, if any 

4. Place of publication and name of publisher 
3. Date of publication 

6. Total number of pages 

7. Presence of illustrations 

8. ISBN, optional. 

If the content of the publication is general in nature and does not include specific 
information or arguments which should be brought to the reader’s attention, and the 
title is fully descriptive of the contents, the bibliographic information alone may be 
given and the abstract omitted. 
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The Abstract 

Definition. An abstract is a concise, objective summary or description of the 
content of a publication. It is different from a review in that an abstract does not offer 
critical comment or additions to the original work. 

Length. Abstracts may be from about 50 to 200 words in length, depending upon 
the importance or complexity of the publication. A long abstract may be desirable 
when the original publication is not readily available a- is written in a language most 
readers are not likely to know. 

Style and Language. Abstracts should be written in complete sentences. They 
may be submitted in English, French, German, Italian or Spanish, but will be 
published in English. All abstracts must include the typewritten, full name of the 
abstractor. 

Submitting Material on Diskette 

Material may be sent to the International Editor in printed form or on diskette. 
Contributors wishing to use the latter form should submit an IBM-readable diskette 
containing files in one of the following formats:

In the 
course of an extensive study of silver coinage by specific gravity (SG), the author has 
turned up thirteen anomalous coins which, when analyzed by a technique similar to X- 
ray fluorescence (XRF), reveal the presence of unusual alloys or of methods of 
plating. These turn out to have close relations with the ancient alchemy, which was 
rather successful in imitating silver.

To establish and secure his power in the empire the 
emperor had to present the Persian campaign and the peace treaty as a Roman 
success. For this purpose he sent during the retreat ambassadors to announce his 
accession to the throne and the favorable end of the Persian compaign. In this 
connection the coinage played an important role. With the vota coinage which was 
distributed in the whole empire and bore a very different portrait than his predecessor, 
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the new Christian emperor presented himself to the people. Moreover the coins of 
some mints (Sirmium, Thessalonica, Heraclea, Constantinople and Antioch) were 
used as a propaganda medium concerning the end of the Persian campaign. With the 
legend VICTORIA ROMANORVM a “coin propaganda campaign” was undertaken to 
announce the success of the Persian campaign and to cast a positive light on the new 
emperor Jovian. Therefore this “victory” is denoted as a victory of the emperor 
(VICTORIA AVGVSTI). His victory over the Persians could also be shown 
pictorially with a chained prisoner under a standard with Chi-Rho on a banner.
